The books deal frankly with, the 


tactical and strategical errors of the 
medical service in the war, notably 
in areas • typical oC middle eastern 
.conditions. 
No attempt lias been 


made to gloss these errors. 
The

of 
cooperation between 
the 


combatant and medical- staffs is fre- 
quently noted, and it is in this that 
the editors find the greatest lesson. 


Although in some respects faulty 


administratiou'was a factor In the 
breakdown of the medical services 
in the. 
Dardanelles, Mesopotamia 


snd Kast Africa, the chief lessou to 
be learnt from the study of these 
campaigns, say the editors, is the 
need of a close liaison between the 
medical administration and the gen- 
eral staff from the outset, and clear 
and definite preparations before the 
campaign is begun to meet nil pos- 
sible contingencies.

said, "Natural gas and crude oil 
01-"petroleum shall not be produced 
in the state of Oklahoma in : such 
manner and under such conditions 
as to constitute waste." 


Serious over-production, resulting 


in .greater . storage of 
petroleum 


could be constructed as wastage of 
natural resources - and within the 
jurisdiction of the commission' to 
curb, ho added. . 


Never 'has the state been called 


upon to curtail production by using 
its conservative powers. 


"With a ".natural 
oil reservoir, 


superior to anything above ground, 
producers should J>e willing to re- 
duce their operations ' to a degree 
commensurate with the market, and 
let the oil remain in the1 ground 
instead of storing it. in tanks on 
the surface," Carter sald.r
